Of that 
amount 451,691,743 bushels reach- 
ed the sea at United States ports, 
and 261,831,053 bushels were load- 
ed onto ocean-going ships in Cana- 
dian harbors. 

That official statement gives a 
hard jolt to the notion that the 
grain trade of Canada is carried 
on through Canadian channels. 
Worked out in per centages it 
shows that of the total amount of 
Canadian wheat that goes to desti- 
nations other than the United 
States sixty-three per cent is load- 
ed on the sea carriers at United 
States ports, while only thirty- 
seven per cent is loaded at Cana- 
dian docks.
